InPIRG  organizes 
on  IV—PIJ  campus 

The  Indiana  Public  Inter- 
est Research  Group  (InllHG) 
was  started  last  spring  at 
Bloomington, 

InPIRG  is  a  student  fund- 
ed organization  attempting 
projects  in  the  following  a- 
reas:   consumer  affairs,  cor- 
porate irresponsibility, 
health  c^re,  ecology,  race 
and  sex  discrimination,  oc- 
cupational, health  and  safe- 
ty, and  other  related  areas. 

Credit  courses  are  being 
given  on  Public  Interest  Re- 
search Groups  in  Minnesota 
and  already  serveal  InPIRG 
students  at  Bloomington  are 
being  given  credit  for  InPIRG 
related  activities  and  re- 
search. 

Unlike  student  government, 
InPIRG  will  not  be  a  one-cam- 
pus activity.   Organizers 
have  begun  the  process  in  a 
state-wide  program  costing 
the  student  33  per  year,  mean- 
ing a  guaranteed  funding  of 
about  8200,000  per  year. 

The  InPIRG  concept  is  an 
idea  conceived  by  consumer 
advocate  Ralph  Nader.  The 
organization's  idea  is  to  use 
college  students '  energies 
and  concerns  to  bring  about 
changes  in  the  public  inter- 
est, combining  student  fund- 
ing and  research  and  a  pro- 
fessional staff. 

Dr.  Joe  Highland,  one  of 
Nader's  Raiders,  visited  the 
Indiana-Purdue  Regional  cam- 
pus Monday  evening  to  speak 
on  InPIRG. 

The  student  PIRG  concept  is 
extremely  important.  Highland 
said,  because  it  provides  stu- 
dents with  the  opportunity  to 
work  constructively  to  achieve 
changes.

agents  in  Jacl:sonville  on  Oct. 
4. 

Disregarding  the  pleas  of 
the  terror-stricken  pilot, 
they  panicked  the  skyjacker 
into  the  double  slMyinc,  not 
to  mention  his  ovm  suicide. 

It  was  bound  to  happen.  Re- 
cently an  agent  shot  a  skyjack- 
er at  Kennedy  International 
while  he  walked  with  his  gun 
at  the  stewardess'  head.   All 
turned  out  for  the  best,  fort- 
unately, althoup;h  a  near  miss 
could  have  r.eant  the  girls  life.

It  also  occurs  to  me  th::t 
when  hr.  Hoover's  orpsnization 
can  shov/  no  conpassion  for  thosi 
they  are  sworn  to  rrotect,  per- 
haps we  must  cast  a  scrutiniz- 
ing eye  toward  that  organisa- 
tion and  revamp  it  into  some- 
thing that  can  be  respected  ::nd 
honored  instead  of  feared  and 
mistrusted.

Bill  of  Righta  highlighted 

From  the  President's  desk

To  date,  much  has  been  said  about  the  Bill  of  Student  Eights 
;ind  Responsibilities,  its  present  status,  its  chances  of  being 
im])leiriented,  etc. 

ilov/ever,  bccauL-e  the  .bill  ha;;  been  an  issue  for  better  thj-n 
three  years,  there  has  been  relauively  little  said  of  late  a- 
bcut  its  content.   Therefore,  many  freshmen  and  sophomores  are 
unfnmiliar  with  the  actual  document. 

To  aid  this  situation,  the  rerainder  of  this  column  will  be 
used  to  hjf^hlif'ht  son.e  key  loints  of  the  bill. 

Preamble:.  The  follov/inr  enureraticn  of  ri'-ht:  and  responsi- 
biliti(;s  shall  not  be  construed  to  den;,  or  disparage  other  rights 
and  responsibilities  retained  by  students  as  members  of  the  stu- 
dent body  or  as  citizens  of  the  con  .-unity.   The  Bill  of  Student 
iiif^hts  and  Eesponsibilities  is  not  a  restatement  of  a  citizen's 
constitutional  rirhts  but  an  application  of  and  extension  of 
those  riphts  to  the  individual  student  in  the  university  setting. 

In  addition  to  the  rirhts  and  responsibilities  enumerated 
herein,  it  is  essential  to  the  protection  of  the  interests  &£ 
students  and  the  institution  that  procedural  due  jrocess  be  af- 
forded in  all  matters  involvinp;  the  rirhts  and/or  responsibili- 
ties of  students. 

Article  2  (Access  to  Higher  Education):   No  person  will  be 
denied  admission  or  readnission  or  graduation  from  Indiana  and 
Purdue  Universities  at  Fort  Wa:,Tie,  or  any  school,  division,  de- 
partment, or  course  thereof,  on  the  basis  of  race,  sex,  creed, 
religion ,  national  origj n ,  personal  beliefs ,  personal  opinions, 
or  fixed  physical  attributes. 

Article  10  (Eights  of  Irotest):   The  right  of  peaceful  pre- 
test, including  orderly  picketin"-,  is  granted  within  the  insti- 
tutional comi/.unity,  and  permitted  on  institution  premises. 

Article  16  (Irivacy):  Etudents  have  the  same  right  of  pri- 
vacy as  an;;,-  other  citizen  and  surrender  none  of  those  rights 
by  becoming  members  of  the  academic  comr.unity.  Nothing  in  the 
■institutional  relationship  may  expressly  or  impliedly  give  the 
institution  authority  to  consent  to  a  search  of  a  student's 
livinr  quarters,  effects,  and  personal  posstssions  by  police, 
"government,  or  universit;  officials. 

Article  JO  (Fublications) :  A  student,  group,  or  organiza- 
tion may  distribute  written  material  on  campuf  ivithout  prior 
approval  providing  such  distribution  does  not  disrupt  the  op- 
eration of  the  institution. 

Article  36  (Institutional  Government);   Cn  questions  of  ed- 
ucational policy,  students  are  entitled  to  a  participatory  fun- 
ction. 

a,  Faculty-student  r.ommittess  shall  be  created  to  consider 
questions  of  policy  affecting  student  life. 

b.  Students  sh'ill  be  desimated  as  mcKbers  of  committees  con- 
cerned with  institutional  policy  affecting  academic  and 
student  affairs,  including  thost  concerned  with  cuiriculum, 
discipline,  admissions,  and  allocation  of  student  funds.

N.Y.  Mayor  lohn  Lindsay  speaks  in  Fort  Wayne

John  Lindaay 

At  a  press  conference  and 
public  breakfast  Mayor  John 
Xiindsay  of  Nev;  York  implied 
that  he  is  clearly  interested, 
in  the  cities  of  America  £ind 
their  problems  in  relation  to 
the  rest  of  the  nation, 

"I'm  enormously  proud  of 
my  city  of  New  York,"  he  ad- 
mitted as  he  began  his  speech 
before  a  crowd  of  over  1,000. 
Acknowledging  the  fact  that 
Hew  York  has  many  problems, 
he  cited  examples  of  some  of 
the  progressive  moves  his 
city  has  taken  under  his  ten- 
ure in  office. 

Accomplishments  covered 
such  items  as  city  admini- 
stration, public  housing, 
such  items  as  city  admini- 
stration, public  housing, 
police  administration,  and 
unemployment  reduction.   The 
mayor  pointed  out  that  New 
York  has  the  lowest  rate  of 
unemployment  of  any  major 


city  in  the  country.   And  be- 
cause of  vast  summer  pro- 
grajns,  has  (rone  through  "six 
long,  hot  summers  of  urban 
peace. " 

Through  his  work,  the  may- 
or has  expanded  his  personal 
awareness  and  involvement 
with  his  city  several  times 
over, 

"My  job  has  taught  me  a 
lesson — that  city  hall 
doesn't  decide  the  life  and 
death  of  a  city.   The  heav- 
iest responsibilities  are 
where  the  most  power  lies," 
"Power  belongs  to  the  men 
in  Uashinton  who  have  the 
power  to  make  policy  for  the 
nation  and  to  set  priorities 
for  the  nation." 

"By  the  actions  of  the 
current  administration  in 
Washington,  it  is  very  clear 
that  the  present  policy  is 
one  of  'the  cities  be  damned' 
...Nothing  can  be  more  impor- 
tant than  to  bring  new  men 
and  new  prioritj.es  to  Wash- 
ington next  year. " 

"That's  why  I  became  a 
Democrat,  the  Democratic 
Party  offers  the  best  hope  of 
change  in  1972.  Political 
action  is  the  name  of  the 
game.   The  only  alternative 
to  political  action  is  street 
action — and  I've  seen  enough 
of  that  to  know  that  it 
doesn't  work.   It  always  ends 
in  violence.   Political  action 
in  1971  is  critically  impor- 
tant for  its  own  sake  and  is 
important  for  what  lies  a- 
head.   If  we  don't  have  poli- 
tical action,  the  future  of 
this  country  is  very  much  in 
doubt." 

Stressing  that  the  cities 
are  the  problems  of  American 
society,  the  mayor  emphasized 
Chat  "Cities'  problems  are 
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everyone's  problems.  Every 
town  and  suburb  is  sharing 
the  cities'  distress.   No 
community  is  secure  unless 
all  communities  are  secure." 

In  order  to  solve  the  mul- 
tiple dilemmas  confronting 
the  cities,  Mayor  Lindsay 
noted,  several  steps  must  be 
taken.   One  would  be  the  re- 
placement of  the  total  de- 
fense budget  with  an  urbein 
budget. 

"W.e  have  to  thinlc  hard  on 
where  we're  going.   If  this 
country  wants  to  bring  about 
changes,  men  can  do  it." 

Over  thirty  billion  dol- 
lars are  currently  spent  in 
Vietman  alone.   As  Mayor 
Lindsay  suggested,  this  money 
could  be  of  much  more  bene- 
fit if  allocated  for  urban 
purposes.   Ten  billion  dol- 
lars, for  innumerable  pro- 
grams designed  to  renew  the 
strength  of  urban  America. 

In  the  words  of  t''ayor 
Lindsay,  "We  must  start  to 
turn  this  country  around, 
not  because  its  the  right 
thing  to  do,  but  because  it's 
the  only  thing. "

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Orthogon  views  left  Gibson

Throughout;  history,  nan  has  been  a  rebel.   Indeed,  the  ability 
to  challenge  very  natui^e  herself  has  been  called  the  distinctive 
characteristic  of  the  human  being.   All  other  animals  follow  their 
natures  and  complete  their  lives  according  to  plan,  whereas  nan 
has  been  given  the  ability  to  ask,  "who  am  I,  where  am  I  going," 
and  more  importantly,  "do  I  choose  to  go  that  way?" 

In  an  attempt  to  understand  why  a  person  chooses  to  go  in  a 
direction  that  seems  to  flow  against  the  tide,  I  recently  spent 
some  time  talking  with  Jeff  Gibson  who  is  under  indictment  for 
draft  resistance. 

In  a  series  of  articles,  I  intend  to  try  and  present  Gibson's 
views  on  the  subject  of  conscription.   It  would  be  well  to  keep 
in  mind  that  the  views  and  arguments  presented  do  not  necessarily 
reflect  my  personal  views  nor  thowe  of  the  editors. 

On  April  15,  1971  Jeff  Gibson  participated  in  an  all-day 
£jiti-war,  anti-poverty  teach-in  held  here  at  Regional  campus. 
The  newspaper  account  of  that  event  records  that  Gibson  advocated 
a  "widespread  refusal  to  register  "  with  the  Selective  Service. 
The  reason  for  his  position  is  that,  in  Gibson's  words,  that 
registration  implies  participation,  and  participation  implies 
affirmation  of  the  concept  of  conscription  which  is  a  total 
demand  for  total  service.   It  is  an  acknowledgment  that  the  state 
is  supreme  and  that  the  individual  exists  solely  for,  and  at  the 
whim  of,  government.   It  is  the  acceptance  of  a  system  by  which 
the  rights  and  the  life  of  an  individual  may  be  confiscated. 

GilDSon  feels  that  such  confiscation  of  life  is  unjustifiable 
in  a  government  which  protects  inanimate  property  so  zealously. 
"This  implies,,  and  the  Selective  Service  conscription  affirms," 
said  Gibson,  "that  in  this  country,  property  is  more  highly 
valued  than  human  life." 

When  asked  about  the  need  for  conscription  in  order  to 
provide  protection  for  this  country,  Gibson  stated:  "Not  once 
in  tl-e  history  of  conscription  as  Americans  have  known  it, 
have  the  lives  of  citizens  been  confiscated  simply  to  defend  the 
homes  and  lives  of  those  same  citizens  from  attack.   Every 
conscription  has  seen  the  lives  of  the  confiscated  citizens 
delivered  to  an  assault  somewhere  in  the  world  against  the 
established  authority  of  another  nation  state." 

Gibson's  actions,  as  he  sees  them,  are  of  a  patriot 
exercising  his  rights  as  a  citizen  in  order  to  try  and  make 
the  country  responsible  to  the  people  once  again.   He  seems 
at  times  like  an  early  patriot  in  the  spirit  of  Patrick 
Henry,  and  at  times  like  a  contemporary  subversive  . 

That  his  message  is  important  to  all  of  us  is  without 
doubt;  Gibson's  actions  are  of  national  importance,  and 
the  people  he  speaks  of,  to,  and/or  for,  are  all  the  males 
between  the  ages  of  18-55. 

Gibson  will  be  arraigned  in  General  Court  on  Thursday, 
Oct.  28th.   At  that  time  he  will  commit  the  remainder  of  his 
life  to  living  with  the  consequences  of  his  decisions- 
Opposing  views  are  actively  solicited  and  will  be  presented. 
^ly  only  requirement  is  that  the  opposing  arguments  be  made 
by  someone  who  is  actively  involved  in  the  view  he  advocates. 
After  all,  if  we  do  not  live  what  we  speak,  why  bother  speaking?
